1 . Claims 1-9, 1 1-27, 29 and 30 are allowed. 

As per claims 19-21, 25, 27 and 30, the following is the statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the 
Examiner fail to teach or suggest, alone or in combination, a method or apparatus comprising the 
steps of automatically connecting to a mail server without any prior user input, e.g., in the case 
of Outlook, user must input identification and password at the start of Microsoft Windows 
session, and automatically converting data corresponding to each letter received by server into 
image and character data, each letter transferred by email to server from plurality of user with the 
server having a unique address; continuously determining whether authorized user wants to view 
letters, displaying requested data upon request, determining information selected by the 
authorized user from the displayed information; reading image and character data corresponding 
to the selected information among the stored image and character data; and printing the letters by 
said step of reading image and character data. 

2. Claims 1-9, 11-18, 22-24, 26 and 28-30 are allowed on the basis of the previous final 
office action.
